SACRAMENTO  California 
got off to a good start on the 
highways in January, with 23 
fewer persons killed than in 
the same month of last year.

And the death toll during 
the first months of 1967 had 
been below that for 1966.

The California Highway Pa- 
trol said 344 persons were 
killed in January, 1968, as 
compared with 367 in Jan­ 
uary, 1967. During January, 
CHP officers made 170,412 ar­ 
rests, up 22.6 per cent from a 
year earlier. There were 3,695 
drunk driving arrests in Jan­ 
uary, as compared with 2,791 
in January of 1967.
